In Fight Against Barbary Pirates 


The entry of British troops into 
Libya, Italy’s richest African col­ 
ony, carried the war today across 
one of the world’s oldest and most 
forbidding battle grounds. 


Since the days of the Phoeni­ 
cians, the ancient Greeks, Roman- 
and Carthaginians, the lands com­ 
prising what is now Libya have 
been fought over by armies under 
scores of flags, and no expedition 
was more spectacular than that led 
by W illiam Eaton in 1805 under 
the United States Stars and Stripes 
over the same route that the B rit­ 
ish moved today.

College 
graduate, soldier of fortune and

Arabs; pillaged in 1146 by Nor­ 
mans from Sicily; conquered by 
Tunisians, Spaniards and, in 1553, 
by the Turks

Libya includes the former North

key for centuries until just before 
the World War. As constituted to­ 
day, 
Libya 
comprises 
679,358 
square miles and has 888,000 in­ 
habitants. of whom 
89.000 
arc 
Italian colonists, 763,000 Moslems, 
30.000 Jews. 
Except for a coastal strip and a 
few interior oases, it is a barren 
wasteland. 
Territorial adjustments contin- 
u-d as recently as 1931. Italy did 
not subdue the native tribes until 
1928. The period of real develop­ 
ment began under the governor­ 
ship of the late Marshal Italo Bal- 
bo, when air and naval bases were 
built at Tobruk, Benghazi and oth­ 
er places, and 20,000 Italian colo­ 
nists were moved in with the ad­ 
monition: 
“ Mussolini 
wants 
to 
transform the Libyan desert into 
a blooming garden. Obey his com­ 
mands.” 


SETTLED NEAR EGYPT 


The colonists were settled most­ 
ly on the Cyrenaica plateau, near 
the Egyptian border, from which 
Arabs were transferred. Each fam­ 
ily was given seventy-five acres of 
shrub land on which to raise hard 
wheat, grapes and olives from the 
rich, red soil. 
Libya, the term once applied to 
North Africa generally, was the 
granary of ancient Rome. In C y­ 
renaica, the eastern section, Ita l­ 
ian troops today occupy fortifica­ 
tions built by the old Roman w ar­ 
riors. The word Cyrenaica itself 
was derived from Cereis, Roman 
goddess of wheat, though only the
